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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims define a 
device for processing webs of material comprising a machine frame, an anvil roller and a 
cutting/embossing roller, wherein the cutting/embossing roller has an outer sleeve and an inner 
section. The outer sleeve has first and second end faces upon which pressure forces are applied 
to provide tension along the inner section. The inner section also has bearing ends that extend 
beyond end faces of the outer sleeve, and between which the outer sleeve is positioned. 

Vees (6,244,148) teaches a device for processing webs of material comprising a machine 
frame, an anvil roller and a cutting/embossing roller, but does not teach the cutting/embossing 
roller having an outer sleeve or an inner portion for providing tension along the inner section. 

Steinbock (4,622,730) teaches a device comprising a machine frame and two rollers, 
wherein the rollers have outer sleeves and an inner portion. The outer sleeve has an end face 
upon which pressure is applied to provide tension along the inner section, and the inner section 
has bearing ends. Steinbock does not teach, first and second end faces, a bearing end that extend 
beyond the end face, and does not teach the outer sleeve positioned between the end faces. 

It would not have been obvious to combine the references with other prior art teachings 
in order to meet the claim limitations.
